Subscription 
rates to raise 
50 wk. in June 

At The Licking Valley Cou- 
rier, the handwriting is on the 
wall: We can see that to continue 
to serve the community with a 
countyseat newspaper of the 
quality our readers are accus- 
tomed to, we have no choice but 
to increase our advertising and 
subscription rates. 

We have always attempted to 
hold these rates as low as pos- 
sible, but over the past two years, 
our overall production costs, in- 
cluding the cost of mailing, have 
increased at an alarming rate. 
And like all other businesses, we 
face two choices: — cut back on 
services — in our case this would 
mean reducing the size and news 
content of the paper — or raising 
prices (in our case, advertising 
and subscription rates). 

Beginning June 1, the price 
for a year’s subscription to The 
Licking Valley Courier will in- 
crease $3.00. This means the 
price for an in-county subscrip- 
tion will increase from 22.50 to 
25.50 a year. Subscriptions 
mailed to subscribers residing in 
other areas of Kentucky will in- 
crease from $25.00 to $28.00 per 
year. And subscriptions mailed 
outside Kentucky will increase 
from $27.00 to $30.00 a year. 

The new subscription rates 
reflect an increase of a little over 
5 cents a week to have your pa- 
per delivered weekly to your 
mailbox. 

Advertising rates also will in- 
crease by 30 cents per column 
inch in June, a nominal amount, 
but one that will bring our rates 
more in line with those now be- 
ing charged by area newspapers 
of similar size and circultion.

West Liberty’s automobile 
dealers have long provided a de- 
pendable base for the county’s 
economy. 

Mrs. Lavodies Henry said 
Monday she was notified that her 
Morgan Chevrolet-Pontiac deal- 
ership here was not among the 
estimated 11 GM locations 
across Kentucky to be elimi- 
nated. 

Henry said she was informed 
of the good news by letter on Fri- 
day. She said that in its letter, GM 
noted that its decision to renew 
Morgan Chevrolet-Pontiac’s 
contract was based on the 
dealership’s profitability, cus- 
tomer satisfaction, and the attrac- 
tive appearance of the firm’s lot, 
building, and showroom. 

Henry said the dealership, 
which has 21 employees, gener- 
ally sells over 100 new vehicles 
a year. 

She said she was particularly 
gratified with GM’s decision be- 
cause of her employees, many of 
whom have been with the firm 
for years and who now will not 
be faced with worry about los- 
ing their job in an uncertain job 
market. 

Analysts say that GM’s deci- 
sion to notify the 1,100 retail 
dealers that it does not expect to 
continue doing business with 
them beyond October 2010 is an 
indication that the auto maker 
may be headed for bankruptcy on 
June 1. That is the deadline the 
Obama administration has given 
the corporation to reach cost- 
cutting agreements with the

receive a monthly electronic bill- 
ing statement to keep them in- 
formed of their account status. 

MSU’s official means of de- 
livering billing statements is e- 
mail. It is the student’s responsi- 
bility to check their MSU as- 
signed e-mail account on a regu- 
lar basis. If you have questions or 
concerns about setting up an ac- 
count, contact the Office of Infor- 
mation Technology at (606) 783- 
5000. 

Although MSU no longer of- 
fers a deferred payment plan, stu- 
dents may take advantage of a 
different option to pay their bill 
at a later date, while at the same 
time, confirming that they will be 
attending classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The online statement must 
be completed by set deadlines to

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Social Security Board of Trustees 
discuss worsening financial outlook 



The Social Security Board of 
Trustees recently released its an- 
nual report on the financial 
health of the Social Security 
Trust Funds. The Trustees 
project that program costs will 
exceed tax revenues in 2016, one 
year sooner than projected in last 
year’s report. 

The combined assets of the 
Old-Age and Survivors, and Dis- 
ability Insurance (OASDI) Trust 
Funds will be exhausted in 2037, 
four years sooner than projected 
last year. The worsening of the 
long-range outlook for the Social 
Security program is due prima- 
rily to the recent economic 
downturn and faster reductions 
in mortality than previous as- 
sumed. 

In the 2009 Annual Report to 
Congress, the Trustees an- 
nounced: 

• The projected point at which 
tax revenues will fall below pro- 
gram costs comes in 2016 - one 
year sooner than the estimate in 
last year’s report. 

• The projected point at which 
the Trust Funds will be exhausted 
comes in 2037 - four years 
sooner than the estimate in last 
year’s report. 

• The projected actuarial defi- 
cit over the 75 -year long-range 



period is 2.00 percent of taxable 
payroll - up from 1.70 percent 
in last year’s report. 

• Over the 75 -year period, the 
Trust Funds would require addi- 
tional revenue equivalent to $5.3 
trillion in today’s dollars to pay 
all scheduled benefits. 

“Today’s Trustees Report 
contains some disappointing, but 
not unexpected, news about the 
financial condition of the Trust 
Funds,” Commissioner Astrue 
said. “We should be neither 
causal nor hysterical about the 
revised insolvency dates. As with 
the economy as a whole, the So- 
cial Security system will weather 
this recession. However, the 
sooner we get on with the task 
of reforming the system, the 
easier it will be to make the tough 
choices that we all know we need 
to make.” 

Other highlights of the Trust- 
ees Report include: 

• Income including interest to 
the combined Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors, and Disability Insurance 
(OASDI) Trust Funds amounted 
to $805 billion ($672 billion in 
net contributions, $17 billion 
from taxation of benefits and 
$116 billion in interest) in 2008. 

• Total expenditures from the 
combined OASDI Trust Funds 



amounted to $625 billion in 2008 
to a total of $2.4 trillion. 

• During 2008, an estimated 
162 million people had earnings 
covered by Social Security and 
paid payroll taxes. 

• Social Security paid benefits 
of $615 billion in calendar year 
2008. There were almost 5 1 mil- 
lion beneficiaries at the end of 
the calendar year. 

• The cost of $5.7 billion to 
administer the program in 2008 
was a very low 0.9 percent of 
total expenditures. 

• The combined Trust Fund 
assets earned interest at an effec- 
tive annual rate of 5. 1 percent in 
2008. 

The Board of Trustees is com- 
prised of six members. Four 
serve by virtue of their positions 
with the federal government: 
Timothy F. Geithner, Secretary 
of the Treasury and Managing 
Trustee; Michael J. Astrue, Com- 
missioner of Social Security; 
Kathleen Sebelius, Secretary of 
Health and Human Services; and 
Hilda L. Solis, Secretary of La- 
bor. The two public trustee posi- 
tions are currently vacant.

helps educate students with 
disabilities, totals $571,637. 

The funding comprises half of 
the district’s 2008-2009 allotted 
stimulus funds for the Title I and 
IDEA programs. The district will 
receive the rest of the 2008-2009 
allocation in September. 

“Funding from the American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act, 
which most of us know as the 
federal stimulus package, is ex- 
pected to make a tremendous dif- 
ference in Kentucky’s work 
force, economy and education 
system,” said Rep. Stacy (D), 
whose 71st House District in- 
cludes Morgan County and part 
of Rowan, Menifee and Wolfe 
counties. 

“The approximately $200 mil- 
lion in total Title I and $173 mil- 
lion in total IDEA funds that 
Kentucky will receive from the 
stimulus package will help en- 
sure that all Kentucky’s children 
are able meet state and federal 
academic standards.” 

Title I programs will receive 
$300,479 of Morgan County’s 
share of the stimulus funding, 



with IDEA programs for school 
age and preschool children re- 
ceiving the rest. More funding 
will be allocated for the 2009- 
2010 school year, according to 
state officials. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Deatrah Barnett will attend a 
mandated meeting on Wednes- 
day, June 10, in Lexington, to de- 
termine if state and federal gov- 
ernment officials will permit the 
first of the federal stimulus 
money ($300,000) to be allocated 
for salaries. 

Acquisition procedures for 
and allocation of the second half 
of the stimulus funding (an addi- 
tional $300,000) will also be dis- 
cussed. 

A significant amount of the 
school district’s Title I and Rural 
Schools funding could not be al- 
located for staff salaries due to 
unmet Kentucky Core Content 
student assessment goals. This 
along with a $329,000 shortfall 
for the 2009-2010 Support Edu- 
cation Excellence in Kentucky 
(SEEK) funding for the district, 
resulted in 61 employees receiv- 
ing pink slips earlier this month. 

Barnett noted that approxi- 
mately 14 district teaching posi- 
tions would be saved if both in-

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Farmers warned to 
control undesirable 
on CREP contracts 

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 18 - 
Producers who have land under 
contract through the Conserva- 
tion Reserve Enhancement Pro- 
gram (CREP) are responsible to 
control undesirable species, such 
as thistles. The 2008 drought was 
one of the most serious droughts 
that Kentucky has experienced in 
recent history. These conditions 
proved to be difficult on newly 
planted fields allowing undesir- 
able species such as thistles to in- 
vade some of the native grasses 
and wildflowers plantings.

FDIC 
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Rowan deputy is 
arrested on drug 
and gun charges 

Rowan County Chief 
Sheriff’s Deputy Roger Lee 
Holbrook was arrested on May 
15 and charged with illegal dis- 
tribution of oxycodone and the 
possession of a firearm in fur- 
therance of the drug trafficking 
following a May 7 federal grand 
jury indictment in Lexington. 

Holbrook, 56, of Morehead, 
was arrested in the Midland 
Frosty Freeze parking lot in 
Rowan County by Bureau of Al- 
cohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives (ATF) agents and 



Kentucky State Police officials as 
part of a joint investigation by the 
two agencies. 

The indictment against 
Holbrook alleges that he con- 
spired with others to distribute a 
quantity of pills containing 
oxycodone beginningon an un- 
known date and continuing 
through on or about April 14, 
2008. 

The indictment also alleges 
that on or about July 24 and Nov. 
3, 2008, Holbrook attempted to 
aid and abet the distribution of a 
quantity of pills containing 
oxycodone. He was also charged 
with possession of a firearm in 
furtherance of the drug traffick- 
ing crime committed on July 24, 



2008. 

Holbrook’s appearance before 
the United States District Court 
has not yet been set by the court 
in Lexington. If convicted on the 
conspiracy and attempt charges, 
Holbrook faces a maximum 
prison sentence of 20 years. 

If convicted on the firearm 
charge, Holbrook would be sub- 
ject to a mandatory five year sen- 
tence that is consecutive to any 
other sentence imposed. How- 
ever, any sentence following con- 
viction would be imposd by the 
court after consideration of the 
United States Sentencing Guide- 
lines and the federal statute gov- 
erning the imposition of sen- 
tences.
